Pall Mall Gazette is an evening paper, 
which for years has maintained a great 
reputation. 

The Observer has this year come of 
age in its second century—in plain Eng- 
lish, this is the one hundred and twen- 
ty-first year of its existence. During 
that time, it has had a rema’kable and 
brilliant career, and the ability with 
whieh if. has edited. and the in- 
fluence which it has exerted, have never 
been higher than at the present moment. 
In the day of dear journals; which is 
not very far in the past, it ‘was a 3d. 
Sunday paper. Today, its pri¢e has been 
reduced by one-third and its tirculation 
has no doubt increased in proportion. 

The Pall Mall Gazette was first 
published on Tuesday, Feb. 7, 1865, un- 
der the title of the “Pall Mall Gazette, 
an evening newspaper and review,” un- 
der the editorship of Frederick Green- 
wood. 


Editor Was Remarkable 


Frederick Greenwood was a remark- 
able editor, and he soon mad» the pa- 
per one of the most influential journals 
of the day. Nothing, perhaps, will 
show more clearly his ability than that 
he was able to group round him a staff 
which contained Fitzjames Stephen and 
Leslie Stephen, Sir Henry Maine, Mat- 
Arnold, R. H. Hutton, 
Henry Lewes, George Eliot, Anthony 
Trollope, Charles Reade and Tom 
Hughes, every one of whom has a lit- 
erary reputation something consider- 
erably more than parochial. 

George Meredith, who knew him well], 
said of him, “Greenwood was not only 
a great journalist; he had a states- 
man’s head. The national interests were 
always urgent at his. heart.” One in- 
cident alone may prove how true this 
was. It was Greenwood who proposed 
to Lord Beaconsfield, when he was prime 
minister, the purchase so successfully 
carried out of the Suez canal shares, a 
stroke of statesmanlike genius, the in- 
fluence of, which on European polities 
it would be hard to exaggerate.

EVANSTON, Ill.—A goodly squad of 


- yegulars ‘and aspirants to the North- 
western University track team are work- 
ing out daily on the dirt track and field 
in Patten gymnasium, to 
the opening of the indoor season of com- 


petition. Coach Omer has not yet been 
able to size up all the available material, 
but indications are that the purple will 
be represented by a stronger team than 
usual this year. The track events, par- 
ticularly the distance runs, look strong, 
as does also the pole vault and hurdles, 
-the team’s weakness now appearing to 
be in the shot-put and high jump. 

_In the two-mile Northwestern has lost 
_ two stars in Watson and Beal, by grad- 
~ uation, but there are left four good men 
in Thorsen, McCulloch, Smothers and 
Kraft, all of whom are of first-class 
varsity caliber. Thorsen and Kraft will 
aiso rum in the mile, and Thorsen may 

‘ change off part of the time to the half, 
as he is fast and has a good sprint. The 
mile will also have Busby. 

‘Beaton and Hubbard are good in the 
half; and besides Thorsen, Coach Omer 
shay call on Blair, the speedy quarter- 
miler> to run the 880 in addition to his 
regular event. Blair is good for between 

61s and 52s anytime in the quarter, and 
will lead the field at this distance. Linn, 
the basketball man, Pierce of the foot- 
ball team and Steffey are all quarter- 
milers who promise to develop consider- 
able ability this season. 

Blair and Linn are also available for 
the dashes and are speedy. Shenk, last 
swwear’s third place winner, is perhaps the 
fastest man on the team, and the sprints 
will have the added strength of Pierce. 
The hurdies will be strong events for the 
purple, with George Shaw the fastest 
man on the squad. Shaw is considered by 
Coach Omer’ perhaps the second best 
hurdler in the West, Case being the only 
man conceded his superior. Nourse, the 
hurdler from Washington State Univer- 
sity, will be a big help in these events. 
Schwartz a hurdler of ability and 
Pierce will also be considered available 
in this department. 

Shot putters are scarce, but there is 
one first-class man in Captain Fletcher, 
who is a consistent 40ft. performer. 
fletcher is better with the outdoor 
weights than he is indoors, being a good 
“man with the shot, hammer and discus. 
Wandrack, one of last year’s standbays 
in the shot, discus and hurdles, has tem- 
porarily left school. It is possible that 
he will return in time for the outdoor 
meets, but more likely that he will wait 
till football season and return next fall. 

There is absolutely nobody of varsity 
class in the high jump, though several 
are trying this event, 
and Pierce, sprinters, Captain Fletcher, 
Tavtor and Clark. Coach Omer has lit- 
tle hop? of making this event strong. 
The pole vault will have one, star in 
Shaw, who is capable of conistently 
clearing close to 12 feet, and Ray, who 
won his “N” last vear, with a mark of 
10ft. Sin. Reese, the foothal] captain. 
is pole-vaulting and promises to develop 
good varsity caliber. 

Northwestern’s success in track this 
season will depend in large measure upon 
Coach Omer and the judgment he exer- 
eises in placing his men. Most of tlie 
stellar performers on the team are good 
in two or more events, such as Thorsen 
in the half, mile and two-mile, Blair 
in the dashes, quarter and halt, Pierce 
in the dashes, quarter, hurdles and high 
jump, and Linn in the dashes and quar- 
ter. There is a lot of good material and 
if the men are properly placed the team 
will prove formidable in dual or con- 
ference competition.

The author- 
‘fties did not wish to act in a provocative 
manner, and yet, when it was found 
necessary to act drastically, we did what 
we considered our duty.” 

“Mr. Mayor,” the reporter interjected, 
has been said in certain quarters 
that the arrests made should have been 
made some time ago, In your opinion, 
“would this have prevented any of the 
trouble?” 

“T am aware,” 


tie 


replied Mayor Scanlon, 
“that there has been some criticism in 
that direction. But let me tell you, it 
is not so easy to deprive citizens- ~and | 
many of those on strike are citizens—| 
of their rights. Further than this, when 
the leader of the strike came to me at 
the start I frankly told him that it was 
unfortunate that he, as an _ outsider, 
should come here and direct an affair 
with which he could have little in com- 
mon. Not only this, it became a problem 
just how to proceed with these people. 
many of whom considered that they had 
justifiable grievances. We could not pre- 
vent them from meeting quietly. The 
community at large would have been 
against such a course. 

“What I did, and what the city gov- 
ernment did, was to await events. Un- 
fortunately these events brought with 
them certain features that only aggra- 
vated the issue, but we feel in all con- 
science, and I am ‘sure my colleagues 
will bear me out, that we had only the 
good of all the people at heart. 

“The fact never since Lawrence has 
heen in existence 
community been so maligned. We ad- 
mit that ‘news and that the 
“daily press must record what takes 
place of interest. But in all justice, 
it not fair to so color events that 
the impression is uppermost that the 
city no respecter of persons. I am 
sure that not more than 200 persons, all 
told, constitute the real turbulent ele- 
ment if this affair. And it will be for 
the manuiacturers, no so than for 
tlle authorities, to keep a sharp eve on 
those who have alr :cy_ been singled 
out as the ringleaders.

“If the newspapers ieally wish to do 
Lawrence a service, if they really wish 
to assist in the maintenance of law and 
order, this ean not be brought about 
bv a straining of every little incident 
into a great affair. The proper record- 
ing of some facts may even have a 
wholesome effect. But we have seen 
that in instances there has been 
no limit to exaggeration. And I for 
one protest against such action.” 

“But how about the wages paid, and 
do vou believe the operatives should go 
back to work, pending a decision later 
on this issue?” 

Mavor Scanlon answered that he could 
speak for neither the manufacturers nor 
the strikers. He understood, he said. 
that a considerable number of men and 
women Were returning, and if these peo- 
ple themselves -thought it best to go 
back to work, he felt none could be bet- 
ter judges of their own actions than the 
operatives themselves. 

“People generally judge unthinking 
about questions that occur bevond their 
own boundaries,” continued Mayor Scan- 
lon. “I do not mean that they do this 
with any wrong intention in mind. 
But in our case, for instance, many fail 
to take into account that with the first 
of the year the new form of the gov- 
ernment—the commission form of gov 
~ernment—went into effect in Lawtence. 
An entirely new experience was before 
us, There was a financial problem to be 
worked out of great magnitude. We 
had scarcely obtained our bearing, how- 
ever, before this strike came. 

“Is it to be wondered we were taken 
by surprise? Here were the routine 
affairs of a community to be worked 
out along new and novel lines, and then 
all of a sudden comes a problem for 
which we were entirely unprepared. 

“Imagine, here we were 85,000 peo- 
ple, great manufacturing interests, the 
reputation of a city, no less than its 
financial status, depending upon the ac- 
tion and the judgment of a few men. 
Naturally, we believed it possible to 
bring about a peaceful settlement. We 
would have been entirely wemiss in 
our duties had we not made an attempt 
to bring the employers .and the em- 
ployees together. It was through no 
fault ours that the move failed in 
its purpose. I shal! not soon forget the 
in that room yonder”—pointing 
into the council chamber—‘‘when on that 
evening Which we all remember so well 
bo confidently expected that a, begin- 
ning to a settlement might be made.

They desire, however, the payment of 
wages for 54 hours’ work. The 
boys also ask the old wage sys- 
to continue under the new time 
schedule and the piecers want an ad- 
vance of 25 cents a week over their for- 
mer pay. 

It is claimed the average pay for a 
mule spinner was $18 a week, and the 
change in working time caused a reduc- 
tion averaging 40 cents a week. 

The back boys received $6.55 before 
the cut of 12% cents, and the piecers 
$7.90, with a cut of 28 cents. Some of 
the back had quit work in the 
Wood mill whan the general strike was 
called. 

The wage issue was under considera- 
tion among the spinners of the Wash- 
ington mills also at that time, ard it is 
maintained that the same grievances ex- 
ist in the other worsted mills. The 
grievance committee has reported that 
no satisfactory reply had been received 
from the agents of the Washington and 
Wood mills. 

The plan of a passive or intermittent 
strike has been advanced by Mr. Thomp- 
son, the I. W. W. organizer. , 

By a passive strike, he means doing 
the work at the mills ineffectively. The 
intermittent strike explains itself. The 
effect would be to reduce the production 
of cloth, so that the mills may fall be- 
hind their orders and be obliged to listen 
to the workers’ demands. ' 

F. G. R. Gordon, the federal investi- 

gator has collected — on wages from 
all the mills. 

He finds that the mati average of 
all workers in all mills is $8.84 for a 
56-hour week and $8.53 for a 54-hour 
week. Among the woolen weavers he 
makes two classifications, under “weaver 
A” and “weaver B,”, and finds that they 
average and $10.26 respectively. 
These. figures he has forwarded to the 
state committee charged with the inves- 
tigation of conditions here.

In order to secure proper care by th 
state governménts over these sources 
of power, it has been proposed that the 
government shall deed the water power 
site to the state on condition that the 
site and all the »lant upon it shall re- 
vert to the government unless the state 
parts with the site only by a lease, the 
terms of which it enforces and which 
requires a revaluation of the rental 
every 10 vears, the full term to last not 
more than 50 years. A failure of the 
state to make and enforce such leases 
would enable the government by an 
action of forfeiture to recover the power 
sites and all plants that might be 
erected thereon, and this power of pen- 
alizing those who succeed to the control 
would furnish a motive to compel the 
observance of the policy of the govern- 
ment.

Guarding - who has made a report to the Ontario gov- 
Great Water ernment on the application of the Georgian 
Bay Ship Canal Company for the renewal

: that this engineer has, perhaps, preserved 
for it and for its people forever control over 
one of the most magnificent watersheds in 
the world. This would not have meant much twenty or thirty years 


ago, when the control of watersheds, save as a means of protection 


against floods, was not esteemed a very desirable thing; but in these 
days, when it is beginning to be seen that water is power, control has 
a very deep meaning. 

The hydraulic engineer in question analyzes and criticizes the 
charter which it is desired shall be renewed and he finds that the 
construction of a ship canal under its privileges will be a very small 
matter compared with the development of water power which its 
terms will permit. If we assume, he says, a canal prism having about 
the same cross-sectional area as the enlarged sections of the Trent 
Valley canal, “this channel velocity would deliver sufficient water 
to produce 360 mechanical horsepower per foot of head; or if we 
assume a ship canal cross-section of, say, 22 feet deep and 100 feet 
wide, this velocity would deliver sufficient power to produce 1000 
mechanical horsepower per foot of head.” In this manner does this 
hydraulic engineer specifically set forth, one after another, the numer- 
ous Opportunities that may be placed within the company’s hands for 
acquiring control of a vast natural power-producing resource that 
never should be permitted to pass away from the public. 

It is well worth while to quote him a little farther: “If the 
company were to build a canal of similar dimensions to the Trent 
Valley canal,” he says, “they would have control under their act of 
about 260,000 net mechanical horsepower, or if they built a ship 
canal they would have control of 720,000 net mechanical horsepower.

ONE indictment against democracy is its 
alleged leveling-down process. To bring 
better conditions for the many, so it is said, 
it is necessary to handicap the few, tO put 
bounds to the limits of individual power and 
acquisition. The impeachment is deniéd by 
some defetiders of democracy on the ground 
of its failure to correspond with the facts. 
Democracy, they say, gives the freest o»por- 
tunity tor the highest percentage of acliieve- 
ment by individuals, because vastly increasing the area of huma 
soil from which favoring hardy and jaspiring shoots may spring 
This was the idea of Emerson when ae said that “America spells 
opportunity. Other champions of democracy do not deny that it 
checks individuals; but they claim that the general process in its 
etfect on all citizens 1s one of leveling up rather than of leveling 
down. 

One of the most characteristic and loyally supported manifesta- 
tions ot the democratic spirit in the L nited States is the public school 
system. Obviously, schools supported by taxation, open to all and 
invalving, in urban.centers at least, elaborate apparatus and a varied 
curriculum, cannot be adjusted to a very flexible standard ot admin- 
istration or teaching. The natural tendency is to attempt to meet 
the average pupil's need and to so deal with the student body as to 
establish the fewest precedents for exceptional cases.

Sites of by large cities?’ He has been much derided, 
/ of course, for not understanding that the 
Cities cities sought the rivers rather than the rivers 
the cities. But if one should ask, “Why is it 
that city builders frequently select the worst 
possible sites when they would not have to 
go very far to find better ones?” the answer will not come so easily. 
It is seldom within the power of man to found a great city. What 
he does usually is to start one unconsciously. Great cities have been 
rounded designedly, but leaving those of biblical history out of the 
discussion and coming down to modern times, we find Peter the 
Great founding St. Petersburg in a swamp. If we cross the Atlan- 
tic and come still nearer to our own times, we find the commissioners 
appointed to select a site for a national capital of the United States 
choosing what in after years was often and fittingly described as 
a mudhole. 

Yet St. Petersburg and Washington have become beautiful 
cities. Both give promise now of ranking with the fitst of the 
world’s capitals. As in the case of London, Paris, Berlin, Vienna 
and Brussels, government aid has supplemented private enterprise in 
making them what they are. In the United States, however, there 
are many great cities that have grown up on sites of the most discour- 
aging character, without aid from any exterior source and despite 


desire to withdraw trom the state of Illinois 
and become a state in itself. Kansas City, Mo., at one time pro- 
posed that it be permitted to go over to the state from which it 
takes its name. However, in each of these cases the cause of discon- 
tent or disaffection was soon removed, and not a word of secession 
has been heard in years. The last state to part with any of its 
territory for any reason was Virginia, and conditions that brought 
this about have also happily vanished. 

Now there is some talk of setting Greater New York and Long 
Island aside as a sovereign state of the Union, to be called Manhat- 
tan. Of course, the talk is purely along speculative lines. It is 
doubtful if anybody entertains it seriously. Yet that it should find 
lodgment anywhere ts interesting. 

It arises, no doubt, from the egotism that, unless carefully 
guarded against, will obtain a strong. hold on the consciousness of 
any large community. Irom time immemorial the dwellers in towns 
and cities have been addicted to a habit of thought that has brought 
them into more or less antagonism with those outside the walls. The 
disposition of city dwellers even in our day is to hold their heads 
high above the small townspeople and the agricultural class, and this 
notwithstanding that the large city could not long maintain itself 
if it were not recruited from the country. 

As a matter of fact, not New York city only, but all large cities, 
often take themselves too seriously. They are really dependents. 
They have ho resources of their own. They are nothing but what 
the country round about or back of them has made them. Not one 
of them could exist without the country. They drift into the way 
of forgetting that the rural districts are far more necessary to them 
than they are to the rural districts, that the wealth of the nation, of 
the world, 1s in the soil; and forgetting this they tend to become 
conceited, self-satisfied, self-sufficient and, 1f they are not watchful, 
to get a view that 1s narrow and provincial. The great city is only 
a cog in the wheel; it is far from being the wheel.
